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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election with traverse of Group I, claims 1-6 in Paper with the mail 
date of November 5, 2003 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that the 
search would be co-extensive. This argument has been found persuasive and the 
restriction requirement has been withdrawn. 

Priority 

2. This application filed under former 37 CFR 1 .60 lacks the necessary reference to 
the prior application. A statement reading "This is a continuation of Application No. 
09/397,789, filed 9/16/99, now U.S. Patent 6,558,664, which is a continuation of 
Application No. 08/849,677, filed 6/13/97, now abandoned." should be entered following 
the title of the invention or as the first sentence of the specification. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

4. A broad range or limitation together with a narrow range or limitation that falls 
within the broad range or limitation (in the same claim) is considered indefinite, since 
the resulting claim does not clearly set forth the metes and bounds of the patent 
protection desired. Note the explanation given by the Board of Patent Appeals and 
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Interferences in Ex parte Wu, 10 USPQ2d 2031, 2033 (Bd. Pat. App. & Inter. 1989), as 
to where broad language is followed by "such as" and then narrow language. The 
Board stated that this can render a claim indefinite by raising a question or doubt as to 
whether the feature introduced by such language is (a) merely exemplary of the 
remainder of the claim, and therefore not required, or (b) a required feature of the 
claims. Note also, for example, the decisions of Ex parte Steigewald, 131 USPQ 74 
(Bd. App. 1961); Ex parte Hall, 83 USPQ 38 (Bd. App. 1948); and Ex parte Hasche, 86 
USPQ 481 (Bd. App. 1949). In the present instance, claim 3 recites the broad recitation 
of "a mature individual", and the claim also recites "preferably an individual suffering 
from of having a predisposition for arthritis", which is the narrower statement of the 
range/limitation. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

6. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
von der Mark et al. 

7. Claims 1-2 and 4 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Kirsch et al. 
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Double Patenting 

8. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 
F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 
USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 
1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970);and, In re Thorington, 
418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(c) may be 
used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double 
patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly 
owned with this application. See 37 CFR 1.130(b). 

Effective January 1 , 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 
37 CFR 3.73(b). 



9. Claims 5-1 6 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness- 
type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-8 and 10-1 1 of U.S. Patent 
No. 6,558,664. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably 
distinct from each other because, in view of the definition in the specification of articular 
chondrocyte, it would have been obvious to select a fetal articular chondrocyte to create 
a cell line (as is expressed in claim 4 of the instant application).
